To minimize th e danger of car­ 
bon monox ide poisoning du ring win­ 
ter weath er, motorists are u rged by 
Dr. Geo. W. Cox , State Health Of­ 
ficer, to ch eck u p now on th e ex ­ 
h au st sy stems of th eir au tomobiles 
for defectiv e connections and leaks. 
Cold weath er, wh ich 
necessitates 
driv ing in closed cars, is th e time 
of th e y ear wh en carbon monox ide 
finds most of its v ictims. Th e poison 
seeps inside th e car from leaky con­ 
nections and ov erwh elms occu pants 
of th e car. 
Carbon 
monoix de 
is 
colorless, 
odorless, and tasteless; wh en in th e 
air, it giv es no sign of its presence 
and is taken into th e blood instead 
of ox y gen. Su ffering or collaspe re ­ 
su lts from lack of ox y gen. 
Dr. Cox pointed ou t th at warming 
u p a car in a closed garage is a fre ­ 
qu ent cau se of 
carbon 
monox ide 
death s. It follows th at if one plans 
to ru n th e au tomobile engine for 
any pu rpose inside th e garage, 
th e 
door sh ou ld be th rown wide 
open 
immediately , and th is irrespectiv e of 
ou tside tem peratu re. 
Leaks from manifold connections, 
cracked manifolds, defectiv e 
m u f­ 
flers, leaks from loose m u ffler con­ 
nections and leaks 
from 
h ot 
air 
h eater 
connections 
are 
potential 
sou rces for release of carbon mon­ 
ox ide and sh ou ld be ch ecked. Pay 
particu lar attention to th ese items 
and remember th at 
proper carbu ­ 
retor adju stm ent 
cau ses 
minimu m 
produ ction of carbon monox ide, ancj 
th at th e h igh est proportion of 
th e 
gas is produ ced by an idling motor.

sy stems

particu larly 
v u lner­ 
able,” h e stated. 
Carbon monox ide poisoning is also 
attritu able to worn ou t h ose, fau lty 
connections on gas h eaters. Wh en 
u sing th e h ose ty pe of connection, 
persons sh ou ld make certain th at no 
leakages du e to wear and tear ex ­ 
ists. A th orou gh inv estigation 
of 
su ch appliances each 
au tu mn 
to 
ch eck th e leakages and replace worn 
parts of gas appliances is indicated. 
In sh ort, carefu lness is th e 
ef*f 
fectiv e weapon against carbon mon­ 
ox ide poisoning. Carelessness 
and 
indifference alone make it th e kill­ 
er.
